Speciricnlly, we now have eauRht up— < 
are on the very vorfje or catclilnR iip— wl!

cept heavy ihity tires. 

The Improvement Is not necessarily perma- 
nent. Another of the continual .siilfta In rront 
line requirements, a revival or ship losses, a 
moderately protracted strike or "holltlay" In 
any of these Industries, and the tiny surpluses 
In excess of critical war needs would vanish. 

Barring one of those eventualities. It will 
be possible for the WPB to allocate Increased 
quantities of material to civilian needs. In- 
deed, In certain fields such allocations could 
have been made already If manpower and 
machines were available to utilise the raw 
niaterlalH without Interfering with war pro- 
duction. 

In general, here are .some of the blc.fslngs 
we can expect or tor which we can hope In 
the near future: 

There Is enough wool so that all restrictions 
are off Its use for clothing, even to cuffs and 
patch pockets on men's suits. Some 1.600,000 
yards of army reject nylon has been released 
ior use In garments, but not for hosiery. 

There Is no ban on use of synthetic rubber 
for garments, and It appears that the passen- 
ger car tire situation will loosen up a bit, at 
least enough to help war and buslncM users. 

Cast Iron Is becoming available ror kitchen 
ware, flatlrons, etc., and steel can be used for 
coat hangers, screens, carpet sweepers, hand 
tools ani similar stems. 

There Is copper for Insect screens, repair 
parts lor household labor savins devices, 
electrical cfjulpmont and plumbluR fixtures, 

Although It may notjiavo been good sporls- 
manahlp on thctc part, several big textile 
manufacturers nre reported to have hoarded 
varloiu products when war broke out, antici- 
pating the period — such ns the present- 
when shortages would be acute. One concern 
will release a nest egg of real silk for the 
Eastct parade. Another firm has a huge sup- 
ply of zippers that It will sell In the next few 
months. 

This doesn't mean that you will get all of 
these things at once. On many of them there 
were two lories — raw materials and manulac- 
turtng facilities. The first haa been loosened, 
but the second hasn't, necessarily. 

The WPB, for example, authorizes fabrica- 
tion of 80 per cent as much farm machinery 
OS In 1640. but that Industry may be able to 
turn out only 70 per cent after meeting its 
obligations to the fighting men, though the 
raw materials are available. But even 70 per 
cent win be a real break for the farmers in 
Magic Valley. 

.'niere still are clouds In the sky. But they 
are lighter. Borne day It Is going to clear up. 



NEW VARIETY OF RATS 

While It has been common practice for 
some time for ticket scalpers to get as much 
OS $B0 ap]ei;a for New York theater tickets, 
that concerns us but little out here In Idaho 
because we seldom go to New York anyway. 

But ticket scalping today has spread to a 
new field where, unless It la curbed, great 
general harm may result. 

With trains jammed beyond their capacity, 
blactc marketers are buying up the few tickets 
available to the general public and reselling 
them at premiums at least as high as 52D 
above ticket-window prices. 

The situation has become so bad that the 
office of defense transportation ond the FBI 
nre cooperating In Investigations which the 
railroads are conducting through both Ihclr 
regular agencies and special squads of out- 
side private detectives. 

The government, particularly the Army 
and Navy, la using approximately half the 
available travel space. At least half of the re- 
maining space, according to travel agents. Is 
reserved In block form by industrial firms to' 
be' sure that they have accommodations 
available Is cose of need. 

Both' government agencies and industrial 
firms, at the last minute, release the space 
they are not going to use. Keprcsentatives of 
the scalpers are waiting to grab It. 

This has been unpleasant already, It Is go- 
" mg lo be serious In the future, because the 
Bovemment la going to use a larger propor- 
tion of. the available spuce-for some time to 
come. There t?ill be less accommodations for 
civlllana. less provision for soldiers and sailors 
going home on furlough, less space for rela- 
tives goln^ to camp to visit thelx men Ui ser- 
vice. ,
